declined to,issue a ruling. 
The bill would have delayed the 
collection of all taxes except those 
levied for the discharge of war- 
rants and bonds and those levied 
by iccorparated cities and inde- 
pendent school districts. 
House Turns to Taxation 
While a speical committee was 
considering cotton acreage control 
bills, the house turned to the tax- 
ation problem and the question of 
reducing governmental expenses. 
A resolution asking the governor 


to submit revision of the gasoline 
tax distribution so one-fourth the 
receipts could bo applied to pay- 
' ment,of the interest and sinking 
fund on county and district bonds 
issued for state highway construc- 
tion was adopted 82 to 18. 
Another 
resolution asking the 


governor to sumbit reduction of 
salaries of all state employes from 
10 to 20 per cent also was passed.

The Texas railroad commis- 
sion tightened its East Tex- 
as oil field proration order 
today in an attempt to cur- 
tail 
drilling, 
announcing 
that after noon Tuesday not 
more than one well could 
be drilled on each 20 acres. 
Proration in East Texas had 


been on a flat well basis, the al- 
lowance being 225 barrels per well. 
Opponents claimed that such an 
order tended to increase produc- 
tion through stimulation 
drilling. 


The amendment 
to the order 


follows: 


"After 
12:01 
p. 
m., 
Tuesday, 
September 15, not more than one 
well to each 20 acres of surface 
ownership shall be drilled in said 
field and for the purpose of en 
forcing this order the deputy su 
pervisor in charge of said field 
shall divide the same into 20-acre 
tracts and in doing so shall make 
subdivision in such manner tha 
1#ie said 20-acre tracts shall no 
have length in excess of twice the 
width 
thereof.'' 
"Such 20 acre tracts shall be 


known as units, and parts thereof 
shall be known as fractional units 
No lease or property 
shall be 


divided in such manner 
as 
to 


create more than one fractional 
unit and units and fractional units 
shall be calculated upon the basis 
of ownership as of the date hereof. 


"New productive areas shall be 


divided into units and 
fractional 


units as the field may be extend- 
ed. Fractional units shall ba cre- 
ated only In case there shall be 
insufficient acreage in the lease 
or property of which the fractional 
unit is a part to create a 
full 
unit. 
Non-contiguous 
leases 
or 


properties shall be treated as sep- 
arate tracts for the purpose of 
forming units and fractional units. 


Fractions Held As Units. 
"For the purpose of the limita- 


tion of drilling described herein, 
each fractional unit shall Ife con- 
sidered a full unit.. The distances 
covering the spacing of wells pro- 
vided for in the modification of 
rule 37 as amended for the pur- 
pose of application in said field 
shall be considered minima, sub- 
ject, however, to the granting of 
exception as provided for in this 
paragraph as originally adopted. 


"The limitation of one well to 


each full unit or fractional unit 
as provided for herein shall not 
apply to units where more than 
one well has already been begun 
or where there are offset wells al- 
ready begun or completed." 


The modified rule 37 provides 
that wells must be drilled at least 
330 feet from a property line and 
that they must be at least 660 
feet apart.

BELIZE, British Honduras, Sept. 


14—(IP)—Lieut. Commander T. L. 
Morrow, U. S. N., who flew here

today the total known dead from 
last week's hurricane which laid 
the city waste did not exceed 500 
to date. 


Of these, he said, 300 were burn- 


ed to death and 50 were carried 
out to sea as the tidal wave, 
which followed the hurricane, re- 
ceded. He denied reports that the 
known dead thus far are greater 
than that number, but he said 
that when more definite Informa- 
tion is available, the figure might 
be doubled.

5250,000 to Navarro county farm- 
ers. He outlined the various calls 
for help by the farmers on 
the 


county agents, culling poultry, in- 
creasing poultry production, fruit 
growing, spraying trees, fighting 
. insects, 
caring 
for 
hogs, 
cows, 


I horses, etc. 
He said many farm- 
ers had come to rely on the coun- 
ty agents and they 
needed their 
leadership. 


Mr. Bryant said all realized that 


rigid tconomv was necessary and 
the people must live at home dur- 
ing present times. He said many 
who had never used the agent's 
services before were nsing them 
| now. 


"This is a most inopportune time 


to discontinue the 
agents,' 
he 
said. 


Mr. Bryant said the extension 
work was the sending of Texas A. 
& M. College to those who could 
not go to A. & M. to leain the bet- 
ter methods.

and then expressed his gratitude 
to Judge Hardy for making the 
address. 
He pointed 
out that 
everyone is partly to blame for the 
depression—that it affects every- 
one and the sooner it can be dis- 
solved, the better everyone will be. 
Mr. Martin likened the present 
time to the late Word War times, 
tut pointed out we are lacking 
the fightin? spirit and enthus^sm 
that brought us through the strain, 
of the war. 
God Is Concerned. 
Opening his Scholarly talk, Judge 
Hardy declared: 
"I believe in 


God, 
and that He is concerned 
with the affairs of men,, for if He 
is not concerned with the affairs 
of men He is not concerned about 
anything. God made everything," 
he went on, "the creation itself 
flowers trees, clouds, rivers, and 
mountains, but they were second- 
ary to man, and were made to add 
to his happiness." 
The speaker continued: "God 
is concerned with man, and his 
well being. 
God always 
has a 
hand in conditions' that arise,-al- 
though we seldom see His finger 
in them until the become history. 
During that ..series - of wars, tho 
Crusades, it was impossible to see 
why God. permitted them to take 
place, but now since they have 
become history, .we see that the 
Crusades ..marked the beginning of 
a new era in civilization. 
' . . 
"We are now beginning to see 
God's hand in the late 
World 
War, the object of which was to 
show us that the real object of 
life was consecration, rather than 
materialism, which was so preva- 
lent ;at that time. The world.had 
ton much prosperity, and all - na- 
tions were forgettinc God. 
Judge 
Hardy avarred. 
Here he stated 
that God docs not push these con- 


during and after-the war. We bo- 
came self-centered, and self-indul- 
gent. We accumulated 60 percent 
of the .wealth of the world, and 80 
per cent -of the. gold of the .world. 
Now nation* owe us, but how will 
they .pay us? Judge Hardy asked;

'•At this point Judge Hardy read 
a newspaper 
editorial, 
which

posal. -The editorial held that the 
remedy must come from the Unit- 
ed States, but that we are so self- 
centered, i is likely we will stand 
off and-refuse -to give help. -In 
another editorial, which the speak- 
er read,- it was pointed out that 
the real trouble is' the United 
States has all the world's money, 
and other nations have none .to

The speaker told of the United 
States' neutral atitude during three 
years, of the war, and then, "right- 
ly or wrongly we entered the war." 
"One 
man Woodrow Wilson, rose 
from a mediocre position,' Judge 
Hardy went on, "and proposed the 
League of Nations'to settle inter- 
national disputes without1 war. All 
the 'other nations were ready to 
join the League, tut the United 
States senate slaughterad it, ana 
made- waste paper of Wilson s doc- 
ument," the 
speaker 
continued. 
"Here the world refused,'to learn 
the lesson of unity," Judge Hardy 
stated. He held; fehat if Wilson's 
proposed League of Nations had 
been successfully passed, the world 
would -havs reduced its armaments 
but on the other hand, it has in- 
creased, them 
and 
has 
spent 
enough money to pay all the war 
debts. ''We did not learn-the les- 
son of unity then, and God has 
let us get into Mho present condi- 
tion of suffering, in ord»r that we 
may learn it now," Judge Hardy 
declared. He further stated that 
the world is facing a greater cri- 
sis now than it did during the 
late World war. 
The speaker explained that lack 


of unity wrecks civilization, ana 
illiistrated the statement with nu- 
rnrous Bible references. "No man 
can live to himself or die by hinv 


the world can 'march in unison 
prosperity and happiness," 
the 
speaker said. 
Let 
the 
United 
States wake »up to the fact that 
it alone holds the key, and unlock 
the deadlock, then the depression 
w.'H soon be gone, he said. 
Judge Hardy pointed out that 


many people say Christianity fail- 
ed during the war, and at present, 
jut he held that it was never tried, 
fie voiced the opinion that the 
condition of suffering and starva- 
tion' exists in the world, and that 
unless it is remedied soon the en- 
tire world will be a fertile field 
for communism. Veering to a dis- 
cussion of the cotton situation, the 
speaker voiced his opposition to 
the Long no-cotton plan, and held 
that thousands of pedple In com- 
panion industriea would, be let out 
of work, and the conditions would 
be 1000-fold worse. 
"Russia

FIVE-DAY WEEK FOR STATE 


EMPLOYEES ADVOCATED BY 


FORMER STATE TREASURER 


DALLAS, 
Sept. 
12.—WO— W. 
Gregory Hatcher, former 
state 
treasurer, in a statement issued 
today Advocated a five-day week 
for state employf-s, a correspond- 
ing reduction in their pay, and 
employment of other workers with 
the funds thus saved as a means 
of improving economic conditions. 
He advocated similar procedure by 
counties, municipalities, railways, 
public utilities and all other cor- 
porations and persons employing 
labor. 
If the plan were adopted, 


he said, "not a man or woman in 
Texas, now out of employment, 
who is capable of working, need 
suffer from want of employment, 
and the price of cotton and all 
farm products would immediately 
advance, 'and the depression

far as Texas is concerned -would 
be a forgotten 


Hatcher said that in the past

Doret was not hurt at all and 
seemed to be in as good spirits 
as could be expected.
